Washington, April St. — Much ol 
the purebred livestock of the United 
Stutee is finding Its uray to the din¬ 
ner table. Instead of being kept on 
farms for breeding purpoee* only, 
the Bureau of Animal Industry has 
found la a survey which reached lii 
farmers in forty-five statea. An¬ 
swers to questionnaire! sent out by 
the bureau developed also that the 
dairy Industry Is drawing many 
purebred cattle. —- 

Analysis of the replies, the bureau 
announced to-day. has shown that 
■ bout sixty-two per cent of purebred 
livestock Is msrketcd directly for 
meat purposes, swine being slaugh¬ 
tered at the rate of tl.l per cent, 
sheep ISA per cent, and cattle 41.1 
per cent. 

The consenerih ef opinion of the 
farmers w**e that purebred meat 
animals .cost slightly less than 
scrubs to raise to maturity, while 
dairy ' cattle coat slightly more. 
Purebred animals were declared 
much more profitable to raise than 
scrubs end somewhat mor** so than 
grated stock, the degree, depending 
•n the proportion of pure blood poa- 
eeased by the grades. 

PttOID CULLING

CHANGE IN WEATHER 

The sudden outbreak of fire In 
thred places within a few hour* la

The mashle 
called for much greater refinement 
of shot; It undoubtedly differentiated 
between tha very good, the merely 
good, and the ordinary golfer with a 
certainty that Is not found nowadays. 

It had to be used In so many differ¬ 
ent ways—for hitting UMUttf with 
back-spin up to the hole, for apply¬ 
ing cut which would make the ball 
break In from left to right, while 
also checking its run. snd for play¬ 
ing the ordinary pitch-and-nan shot 
One had to adapt oneself to the cir¬ 
cumstances of the moment and decide 
which shot would be tha moat suit¬ 
able to attempt, since, although the 
olub was built naturaJIv to produce 
a degree of run at the flniah. It could 
be made to reduce that run to a 
mere modicum. 

Nearly every first-class player had 
his favorite type of shot with the 
Hub. James Braid was about the 
only champion who rang the changes 
on every type of shot with it, and 
who nevar. apparently, had any 
settled policy. Nor did he need one. 
Taylor wan wholly for the pitch-and - 
stop shot. 1 preferred It. but played 
tbe pitch-and-run occasionally, when 
the ground looked made for It. 

A CLUM8Y 8HOT 

The present method of banging the 
ball high into the air with a maahle- 
nibllck add depending upon its tra¬ 
jectory to make It drop In a more 
vertical way than It used to do. thus 
reducing tbe run, la a clumsy shot by 
comparison with mashle approaching. 
It done not produce the same distinc¬ 
tion* between grades of skill. 

However, the golfer Is not to be 
blamed for seeking the aid of a club 
which help* him.

PIONEERS 

One quality that it does reward is 
clean hitting Edward Ray. who has 
mastered It completely as a kind of 
heritage of hie devotion to the old- 
fashioned. sharply-edged niblick, for 
pitching, strikes the ball beautifully . 
on the centre of the blade with It 
and does not take a divot. 

No doubt Its rise In favor was an I 
Inevitable development, for the rea¬ 
son that when only the sharp-edged 1 
niblick—Intended for >unker work— 1 
was known In this form of dub. a I 
good many well-known players 
started using it for approaching. 1 
There was the danger or very slight 
mla-tlmlng causing the edge of the 
blade to stick In the ground and 
spoil the shot, but these pioneers 
were sufficiently accomplished to be 
able to take the risk of an occasional 
misadventure of this kind, and they 
made it certain that the present 
more facile mashle-niblick would be

Trying out the engine: 

The engine | s an important part 
of a motor boat. If the engine will 
not run the boat has to be rowed, 
ond rowing a forty or fifty-foot boat 
lri tough job even for a big strong 
man. There are several ways of 
testing oat the motor. 

If you can get aboard tbe boat 
you’ve toasted aa a pe—Ihl * purchase 
you may find tbe cabin door* locked. 
However this need be no great Im¬ 
pediment If you have brought aboard 
a good screw driver or u pry bar. 
If the owner has left batteries aboard 
and gas In the tank a teat can be 
mad# even if the boat Isn’t In th^ 
water. Start tbe engine and see how 
long It grill run without getting re.l 
hot because there’s no water circular 
tlon. This must be done carefully. 
A good engine with oil force feral 
will run about five minutes without 
water before the pistons Jam and 
wreck the motor. 

When you oee tho point curling up 
and peeling off the cylinder top# It 
Is time to stop the engine end con¬ 
clude the teat- In case there Is any¬ 
thing about tbe engine you don't 
understand It I* always a good 
•rheme. If you have time, to take off 
the distributor and any other easily 
removable ports. If you have part* 
left over when you reassemble you 
cun throw them overboard. Most 
motor* are too complicated anyway 
and should be simplified as much as 
possible

Repairman who mrfir i specialty 
of repairing engine* osn use an old 
cylinder block to advantage a* a 
connecting rod and piston aligning 
fixture. The fixture la made by saw¬ 
ing the block in two with a hack 
saw so that the centre and one end- 
bearing remain Integral with the 
pair of cylinders. 

The block Is then cut vertically 
along the centre of the cylinder to 
the top of the crankcase, and then 
diagonally so that the two main 
bearings remain integral with the 
case. An old crankshaft is cut In 
half so that the two crank pins and 
main bearing Journals remain in¬ 
tegral. The shaft is then fitted 
tightly In the main bearings so that 
it will remain vertical when the 
block la bolted to the workbench. 

To use the fixture attach the 
connecting rod to the crank pin. 
with the piston hanging downward, 
then swing piston upward Into the 
half of the cylinder; If out of line 
It ran be straightened in the fixture 
and then tested again. -

New Weatmlnster, April 25.—Co¬ 
operation between Canadian and

Elk Lake Property Owners 
Ask Roadway Privilege 

C. F. Eagle* and a delegation of 
Elk Lake property o wne rs yesterday 
afternoon asked the City Council 
works committee to open to traffic 
the V. and 8. railway right-of-way. 
on the west side of the lake. The 
delegation offered to moke a private 
road at their own expense If permit¬ 
ted. 

Alderman Todd opposed the appli¬ 
cation. believing that "another Cor¬ 
dova Ray shanty-town "would arise” 
on (be shore* of Elk Lake, polluting 
the waters. "This Is apparently a 
very Innocent request, but we non Id 
never clone the road again, and ac¬ 
tion now would prejudice later plan* 
for development of Elk© Lake," he 
•aid. 

Alderman Marchant favored the 
concession be made, in view of the 
lack of other means of aceeee to the 
land*. Alderman Culiln thought re¬ 
fusal would "savor of a dog-in-the- 
manger policy." The requeet wee 
finally referred to the Victoria mem¬ 
bers of th© Joint beaches and pork* 
committee for N|9R. 

INCREASE IN BULGAR 
ARMY ISDEN0UNCED 

Athena. April 25—The newspapers 
of Athens editorially denounce the 
decision of the Council of Am hoses- 
dor* in Pari* to allow Bulgaria to 
increase her military strength by 
7.9#0 men. They take the ground 
that Bulgaria’s present difficulties 
are the direct results of the Bulgarian 
Government’s "terrorist policy." 


The fact that great Interest I* being 
taken In the question of Inheritance 
and Succession Duty In Canada 
generally and in the United Staten 
wa* shown recently by an invitation 
which wa* extended to Mr. Robert 1’. 
Jeilett, assistant general manager ot 
the Royal Trust Company, Montreal, 
to speak at a Conference on Inherit¬ 
ance antf Estate Taxes before the 
National Tax Association at Wash¬ 
ington. D.C. 

Ur. Jeilett pointed out that a con¬ 
siderable amount of woit hod been 
done toward* eliminating by mutual 
compact* between various provinces 
the vicious system of double taxation 
of personal property transmitted, by 
death. He stated that no very gr< 
progress bad been made, but called 
attention to the very great general 
interest taken. 

The first Succession Duty Act In 
Canada wa* passed in Ontario In 
1992. and the fact that Provincial 
legislature* can neyer be justly ac¬ 
cused of lack of enterprise In adopt¬ 
ing new Idea*, particularly when they 
relate to new forms of taxation, is 
shown by the other provinces shortly 
afterward* following the lead of On¬ 
tario. Ail but one of the province* 
(Alberta) have sought to impose 
Succession Duty on the entire estate 
(other than real estate situated out¬ 
side the province) of decedents dying 
domiciled In the province, whether 
such ©state Is situated within or with¬ 
out the province and. In addition, to 
Impose the duty, not only on the real 
estate, but also on the personal prop¬ 
erty situated in the province of a 
decedent domiciled elsewhere. 

A great amout of litigation bo* 
taken place In regard to the various 
H accession Duty Acts. In early 
decisions of the PHvy Council, great 
weight was given to the principle 
"morbilia sequuntur personam.” but 
Inter decisions held that, in addition 
to the above, certain provinces had 
.the right by their statutes to tax per¬ 
sonal property locally situated within 
their Jurisdiction but owned by per¬ 
sons who. at the time of their death, 
were not domiciled therein. As n 
consequence, beneficiaries of an es- 
tote in moat provinces of Canada 
were called upon to pay succession 
duty on all personal property wher¬ 
ever situated, except real estate with¬ 
out the province, and they were ulso 
called upon to pay to other provinces 
succession duty not only on Immove¬ 
able property situated in such other 
provinces, but on personal prouperty 
claimed by such provinces to be 
locally situated within their border*. 

This undue burden of double tax¬ 
ation. was accentuated by the fact 
that not only Uie home provinces, but 
+1—» outside/province* based their 


rights of succession duty taxation 
upon the net value of the whole 
estate. As ail the provinces have a 
graduated scale of taxation, tills 
meant that larger estates paid the 
higher rates to which they were sub- 
, Ject on the some estate when such 
entate was situated in-another prov¬ 
ince than that in which the testator 
had hi* domicile. 

Failing relief through litigation, 
those Interested In the establishment 
of fair dealing in the matter of suc¬ 
cession duties |n the provinces hhy© 
endeavored to Induce the tJovern- 
menfa to enter into reciprocal ar¬ 
rangement* whereby" succession will 
be relieved to a great extent of 
double taxation. Great Britain has 
shuMn the broadest spirit and. wRb.- 
but demanding r ec iproc i ty, has of her 
own volition, extended to all the 
principal provinces of Canada the 
provisions of a section of her own 
Finance Ad. which makes the whole 
succession duty payable in any of the 
provinces of Canada deductible in 
full from the estate duty on the whole 
estate payable in England. 

The province of Ontario has agreed 
to allow the duty paid in other prov¬ 
inces or countries to be deducted from 
the duty due to Ontario in the case of 
Great Britain and of all the other 
provinces of Canada. 

British Columbia has entered Into 
reciprocal arrangements to the samel 
effect with Great Britain and Ontario. 

Alberta does not tax estates out¬ 
side of that province. x. 

New Brunswick has entered Into 
reciprocal arrangements with Great 
Britain only 

Prince Edward Island has entered 
Into reciprocal arrangements with 
Ontario. 

% Manitoba has entered into no recip¬ 
rocal arrangement*, but in practice 
allows in certain cases the deduction 
of duties paid elsewhere from 4)w> 
total duty. 

Nov* Beotia has enterd into do for¬ 
mal arrangment*. but in practice 
sIoIwn the deduction of duty paid 
elsewhere from the totoTdaty. 

Saskatchewan has entered Into no 
reciprocal arrangements. 

Quebec has not. up to the present I 
time, agreed to reciprocal© with any 
country or province, but negotiations 
are under way between Quebec and 
Ontario which will probably be com¬ 
pleted shortly by a satisfactory agree¬ 
ment under which on end would be 
put to double taxatloo. 

In Mr. Jellet'a address he outlined 
the provisions of the various prov¬ 
inces. An experiment in regard to 
succession duty haa recently been 
made iq. the State of Florida and a 
good deni of advertisement has been 
given to that stale by the fact that , 
they have amended their Constitution 


so that neither Income tax nor suc¬ 
cession duty is payable in that stole. 
As a consequence, there has been a 
great influx of people and the state 
Is reported to be prospering exceed- 
I Ingly. In this province, where the 
need of revenue is very great, per- 
I haps we could not expect the Govern¬ 
ment to give up the Income tax. 
However, the experience of g great 
many who are In touch with person* 
who have considered moving to Brit - 
Ish Columbia in that the Income I* not 
the great deterrent. What they ob¬ 
ject to 1* partlmlgTty the succession 
duty. The amount which th« prov¬ 
ince receives from succession duty Is 
not more than four per cent of the 
I total revenue of the province, and In 
view of the fact that British Colum¬ 
bia is the only province in Canada 
with a moderate climate. It would 
undoubtedly, it would seem, b© a very- 
great inducement to persons who are 
about to retire to come to British 
Columbia if no succession duties were 
demanded. Th© province requires a 
great deal of money for development 
If it offered th© inducement sug¬ 
gested, that is. that the province do 
away with succeaalon duties, very 
much more money would be~ forth¬ 
coming for th® needed de¬ 
velopment than is now the 
case. There have been some very 
marked case* of what seem* an unfair 
tax, the most recent one being the 
so-called "Farmer" case. This was 
the case of a man resident in the 
State of Texan who had invested ap¬ 
proximately 9790.000 in this province. 
#1 is rstale .was a l*qte.oa* and. owing, 
to this fart, the m ir of successAon 
and prohate duties force* the execu¬ 
tor* to pay nearly 9100.000. The ad-1 
VMtiaement to the province undoubt -■ 
©dly doe* it a great deal of harm. 

It xrill. of course, be maintained 
that British Columbia la no worse 
than other countries or province*, and i 
this la. no doubt, true: our B ureeaaioa 
duties compare favorably with those' 
levied In other place*. Neverthel©**. 
it would seem that British Columbia 
might b® vary much better off if it 
offered a special Inducement to capital 
to come here. So far as Victoria and 
Vancouver am concerned, there la no 
doubt whatever that they would ob¬ 
tain a large number of new resident*. 
The other parts • of the province, 
where the climate Is not so good, 
would be benefited by increased de¬ 
velopment. The Government might 
feel that it would lose mere than It 
would gain. This la hardly the case. 
If the province obtained, os no doubt 
It would, a number of new residents, 
they would have to pa> income tax. 
which would, undoubtedly. »dd very 
materially to the amount now ob¬ 
tained. New companies would be 
formed, and th© Government would 
reap the benefit of company fees, and 
the taxes collected as the result of 
profits of such companies. In short, 
it would appear that the succession 
duty la an outstanding measure of 
class legislation. The years In which 
the province has collected large 
duties are always those years in 
which wealthy men. both residents 
and non-residents have died, and 
instead of encouraging men of this 
das* to come to British r.vtiiniina. it 
has an undoubted tendency to dis¬ 
courage them 

It I* hoped that thin question should 
not be allowed to remain in abeyant© 
and that an effort should be made 
to obtain the co-operation of different 
influential bodies throughout th® 1 
province, with the object of looking 
to the Government for some relief, 
from this tax.

WHERE A COW IS 

IMPOSSIBLE __ 

In 1917 the British Columbia 
Breeders' Association was organ¬ 
ized. Financial assistance wat 
given by the Provmcial Govern¬ 
ment through the association and 
that year marked the beginning of 
the continued advance in the 
industry. A large number of 
pure-bred sires was imported. 
There was a remarkable improve¬ 
ment in the milk yield of the goats 
kept. Competition among the 
breeders at Provincial Fairs grew 
keen and goat-raising has become 
a profitable backyard fanning in¬ 
dustry that appears to haw a fasci¬ 
nation for all who start it. It is a 
side line of the big farm or an 
occupation for the amateur farmer 
who derives his mam income from 
other sources that is rapidly grow¬ 
ing in importance. Goats can be 
tended to and raised where it is 
impossible for a man to raise cows 
and it is for that mason that goat¬ 
breeding has woo such popularity. 

Whether it is because of the 
number of Old Country people 
here or not. the fact remains that 
the keeping of goats on Vancouver 
Island has caught on. "We fre- 
nuently meet people from Great 
Britain." says George Pilmer, 
Provincial Government expert, 
"who say they kept goats there end 
realize their value, and also many < 
who say they owe their lives to 
having been raised on goals' 
milk." 


THE BICCEST 
AND BEST 

It is recognized that the biggest 
end best goats are raised in the 
Pacific Northwest because of the 
climate and the prolific natural 
vegetation. Vancouver Island is 
highly suitable for goat-raising in 
these respects and. in fact, many 
parts of it are suitable for nothing 
else, as the nstural feed of the 
goat is the brush or browse which 
will not support cattle or sheep. 

Goats thrive well here, and haw 
proved their suitability not only on 
the city and suburban lots, but ia 
the scattered sections up the coast 
and the inland settlements where it 
is impracticable to keep cows, not 
only because of the scarcity of suit¬ 
able feed, but because of the diffi¬ 
culty of getting them bred.

THEMSELVES 

Goat-breeden are so eothim 
astic owr their hobby ia British 
Columbia that they haw a monthly 
magazine lo themselves. It ia 
appropriately called The "Blent," 
with George Pilmer of the Pkput- 
meat of Agriculture at Victoria as 
the man behind the gun. or, per¬ 
haps, it would be more correct to 
say the pen or the typewriter. One 
feature The "Bleat" never owr- 
looks is the value of goals' milk 
for babies.

At the same brae, of 
course, it is used for all other 
purposes in the same way as 
cosin’ milk is. and is more valuable 
because the cream remans mixed 
in the milk end imparts richness 
and flavor to cakes and tea sad 
coffee, etc. 


CHIEFLY KEPT IN 
SMALL NUMBERS 

While there are many breeders 
on the Island with herds of from 
twenty lo owr a hundred goats, 
some kept for the sale of stock 
only and others combining this 
with dairying, goats are chiefly 
kept in mull nurribers (or the 
supply of milk for the household, 
as goats can be kept at small ex¬ 
pense to produce milk economic¬

Vancouver Island it excellently 
adapted for the keeping of milk 
goals owing to Its varied and pro¬ 
lific growth of all kinds of natural 
feed, and there it no question the 
industry will continue to grow; in 
fact, thefe is no reason why Van¬ 
couver Island should not yet rival 
Switzerland in tone. It ia antici¬ 
pated the industry will be suffi¬ 
ciently developed to permit of the 
establishment of cheese and other 
factories that use goats' milk as 
their raw material. Experts from 
Switzerland and other cosmtriea 
where this industry thriven, stain 
that Vancouver Island ia ideally 
suited to goal-keeping. The 
initial financial outlay n aot ex¬ 
cessive. the returns come quickly, 
and, as already staled, the demand 
for goals' milk far exceeds the 
present supply. ~

Mounted on a racing camel 
or dashing about the country on an 
Arab ateed, riding InalAe the turret 
of an armored car or flying about 
in one of the fighting planes, bo had 
led the relentless existence do 
munded of him in this great emtr- 
gency of the war. Now the end of 
the war was in sight in the Land 
of the Arabian Nights. But aleep 
was difficult because all night long 
the Turks and Hermann were blow¬ 
ing up their ammunition dumps 
eight miles north in Damascus. 


for he dashed his stirrups into his 
horse's flanks and galloped head¬ 
long, bending low in the saddle and 
swaying as though he would fail, 
straight at the main body of the 
enemy. It was a long ride, doom 
the gentle slope and across the hol¬ 
low. and we all sat there like stone 
while he rushed forward, the drum¬ 
ming of his horse's hoofs sounding 
unnaturally loud In our ears. We 
had stepped shooting and the Turks 
had stopped shooting: both armies 
waited for him. He flew on In this 
hushed evening, till he was only a 
few length from the enemy.

After the encounter. Nuri Hh&a- 
lan. at the head of the Kualla horse, 
rode straight into the main street 
of Derma.

Lawrence and his army spent that 
night—and a very uneasy night it 
was—on Sheik Saad HUL He did 
not feel certain of victory since there 
was always a risk of his small force 
being washed away by a great wave 
of the enemy in retreat. All that 
night the Hauran horsemen clung 
tenaciously to the great Turkish 
column from Derma, made up of six 
thousand men. which Lawrence had 
not dared engage In pitched battle 
Instead of sleeping with the regular 
troops at Sheik Saad, Lawrence 
spent part of the night helping the 
Hauran cavalry, and at dawn he 
rode off to the westward with a 
•tandful of men until he met the out¬ 
posts of the Fourth Cavalry Division 
of ths British Army. After guiding 
them Into Derma and starting them 
off on thsir northward march toward 
Damascus. Uwrrow galloped back 
full speed to the Hauran cavalry.

At five o'clock on the morning 
of September IS. 1*17. General 
Bartholomew came to his office at :

"No. ths Turks are still there," 
replied ths latter. 

"Good!" said Bartholomew. "Ws 
will take at least thirty thou¬ 
sand prisoner* before this show Is 
ovsr." He did not dream that ths 
Allied forces would capture three 
times thirty thousand Turks. 

Ths deception of ths enemy had 
been perfect In every detail. When 
Alienby’s forces entered Nasareth. 
which had been ths German and 


hurried forced march northward on 
ths twenty-fifth, and by the after¬ 
noon of the twenty-sixth swept down 
on ths Turkish railway near GhasaJe 


show was a success. 

The foliowing day Lawrence 
dashed back to Axark in an armored 
car, then flew across ths desert and 
Northern Palestine to Alienby’s 
headquarters at Kamleh. A hurried 
conference with the Commandcr-in - 
chief secured for him three more 
Bristol fighters, the best battle- 
plsnes that ths British were using 
in the Holy Land. He also brought 
back ths astounding news that more 
thah twenty thousand prisoners had 
already been taken by Alienby’s 
forces, that Naxareth, Nablus and 
many other important centres had 
fallen, and that they were advancing 
toward Deraa and Damascus. That 
meant that ths Arabian Army would 
be called upon by Allenby to play a 
still greater part from now on 
because It was the only force 
between the crumbling Turkish 
divisions and Anatolia, toward which 
they must retreat. 

Lawrence had flown to Palestine 
for aeroplanes because ths Germans 
bad nine of them near Deraa with 
which they were bombing Felsals 
followers out of ths ground. 

That night the Germans burnt all 
of their remaining machines, and 
from that momont ths British air- 


of the campaign and captured mofe 
than eight thousand of them, as well 
as one hundred and fifty machine- 
guns and thirty cannons. In addition 
to the column of less than one thou¬ 
sand men who had started north from 
Akaba with Lawrence, Auda Abu 
Tayl and* two hundred of the best ; 
fighting men of the Howeltai tribe j 
took part in Lawrence’* war-dance 
around Deraa: also two thousand 
Beni Sakhr, "the Sons of Hawks,” 


to hush children even in the day¬ 
time.” to quote Laarrence himself 
His rapid manoeuvres took the 
panic-stricken Turks completely by 
surprise. Just the previous day they 
had worked feverishly op ths rail¬ 
way Uns and had reopened U for 
traffic at the points where Lawrence 
had damaged it a week earlier. He 
planted a few hundred tulips, pat¬ 
ting the line out of commission 
permanently and penning six com¬ 
plete trains la Deraa. Fantastic re¬ 
ports of disaster spread like wild¬ 
fire throughout Syria, end the Turks 
at once began the evacuation of 
Deraa by road. , 

By dawn of the twenty-seventh. 
Lawrence and his cavalry were 
already out scouting the surround¬ 
ing country and had captured two 
Austro-Turk machine-gun compan¬ 
ies placed serosa a road to oppose 
Alienby’s approaching columns. Then
